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Advisory Action 

Amendment will not be entered because the addition of the subject matter of 
cancelled claim 15 in claim 9 raises new issues requiring further consideration, at least 
to claims depending from claim 9, including new mater situation. 

Arguments: 

Arguments are not persuasive. 

With respect to Janneck, applicant argues that the figure 1 and 3 of the reference 
does not show a permeate spacer; and that the Claims recite a permeate spacer and a 
feed spacer. This argument is insufficient to overcome this reference for the 
patentability of claims 9 and 11-15. Applicant's claims are for a spiral separation 
membrane having a central core, a membrane, a permeate spacer and a feed spacer, 
wherein the feed spacer details are recited. The reference teaches a feed spacer, as 
used in spiral membranes such as reverse osmosis, dialysis, ultrafiltration, etc. (see the 
paragraph linking columns 2 and 3). All these membrane cartridges have a perforated 
core, a membrane, a permeate spacer, and a feed spacer. If it is not explicitly taught by 
the reference, it is implied. The feed spacer of the reference meets all the recited 
requirements of the claims. Thus the reference anticipates the claims. 

With respect to the Lien reference, the argument is whether the reference meets 
the range of the ratio claimed to anticipate the claims. The range is from 1/1 .5 to 1/6. 
The reference meets at least the value of 1/1 .5, as shown by the applicant in the 
argument, and thus anticipates the claims. 
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With respect to claim 3, to overcome a prima facie case of obviousness by 
unexpected results, the claims should recite all the limitations that went into the data 
that showed unexpected results, the comparison must be with the reference, and the 
results should be unexpected. In claim 3, the only parameter is the warp pitch/weft 
pitch ratio, which is not the only parameter that went into the experiments, when 
compared to the reference. The comparative example is not made with the material* of 
the reference. The results are not unexpected because the result of Figure 2 shows 
approximately linear relationship between the pressure loss with the ratio. The figure 
shows that pressure loss increases with increasing in the number of weft strands 
(decreasing the weft pitch), which one of ordinary skill in the art would expect.
